The plate (7) has a 
rectangular shape with a curved surface and It is installed to rotate freely between rims of a base 
ring (4) and a top ring (5) with constant inten/als along these rings so that it can open and close 
the cover (2).

03 discloses a wind turbine with a blade (3) whose rotational motion is restricted by a string (7). 

Claim 1 shows a wind turbine which includes a support unit with a cylindrical protruding part, a 
rotary cylinder surrounding the protruding part, a rotating shaft vertically extending from a center 
of the rotary cylinder, upper and lower bearings, a plurality of vanes installed along the outer 
circumference of the rotary cylinder with angle limiting means. 

The prior arts listed above do not show all the technical features of claim 1. Thus, the subject 
matter of claim 1 is considered novel under POT Article 33(2). As a consequence, the subject 
matter of the dependent claims 2 to 6 is also novel.

However, it would be obvious to a person skilled in the art to replace 

the sail clothe blades (5) having the rectangular shape of 02 with the rectangular shape plate (7) 
having a curved surface of 01 and add the string (7) of 03 as an angle limiting means, thereby 
arriving at the subject matter of claims 1 to 3, 

Therefore, claims 1 to 3 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3). 

None of the prior art documents mentioned above shows or suggests the technical features as 
claimed in claims 4 to 6. Thus, the subject matter of claims 4 to 6 is inventive under PCT Article
